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Selectmen, Finance Committee oppose trash-fee system

Adopting a pay-as-you-throw trash sys- 
tem does not have the support of either the 
selectmen or the Finance Committee. 

The idea was presented as a way for the 
town to generate revenues by charging resi- 
dents a per bag fee for disposing of solid 
waste. A final report on the issue by the 
town’s Pay As You Throw Committee 
established the program would raise 
$725,000 to $860,000 in revenues for 
Andover. 

Selectman Mary Lyman said between the 


pay-per-bag trash issue and the issue of 


block scheduling at the high school, her 
phone has been ringing off the hook. 

“The phone calls are clear. The people 
are upset,” she said. 

“It’s just another tax,” said Selectman 
Ted Teichert. “I’ve got many e-mails about 
this. People really don’t want this.” 

Selectman Brian Major said the idea of 
implementing a pay-as-you-throw system, 
as presented, means residents would be 
taxed twice for trash service. 

“That’s exactly what it is, another tax,” 
said Major. “We already pay for solid waste 
disposal in our property taxes. It seems like 


every week, if you have children in the 
school system, you're getting hit up for 
more and more dollars.” 

Discussion began after selectman Ray 
Hender made a motion to accept the PAYT 
Committee's report and instruct the town 
manager to build a budget around the 
expected revenues. After the other board 
members sat quiet, Selectman Chairman 
John Hess said he would second the motion 
for discussion purposes. 

Selectmen said they could not support 
the town manager taking time to construct a

Andover soon will cover only 
50 percent of the health-care 
costs of town employees on 
j indemnity plans — not the 65 
percent it has covered for more 
than 20 years, said Town Man- 
ager Buzz Stapczynski. The 
change will affect 79 employees 
and begin sometime after Jan 1. 

Selectmen will decide at their 
first meeting in January when 
the town will reduce its cover- 
age to 50 percent for such 
employees, said Stapezynski. It 
will take a Town Meeting vote 
to allow the town to cover more 
than 50 percent again. 

Stapczynski expected to meet 
with town employees today, 
Thursday, to discuss the issue. It 
is not clear whether the majority 
of town employees — those who 
are on HMO plans and pay 20 
percent of their health-care costs 
- will be affected, but the town 
is looking into the matter, said 


allow the town to cover more 
than 50 percent of health-care 
benefits. By law, residents must 
give this approval for the town 
to pay such benefits. Thus, the 
town manager believes the town 
must reduce its coverage. 

But Stapezynski said he also 
believes a 1978 Town Meeting 
vote was meant to give this 
approval. However, that vote 
accepted Chapter 32B Section 
9E of state law, which applied to 
retired employees only. The 
town never took a clear vote to 
approve Ch. 32B Section 9A, 
which would allow the town to 
pay more than 50 percent of 
health costs for active employ- 
ees. In previous years, it had 
taken several votes to reject such 
an idea.

Over the summer, he 
tood with his arms stretched out near the park entrance 
t the corner of Bartlet and Chestnut streets, saying, 
This is the Spot * Now there are sketches to go along 
vith his idea and anticipation of seeing it happen 
Selectmen expect to take a final vote to approve a 
tion for the memorial at their meeting on Monday, 
Jan. 5, said Chairman John Hess 
The selectmen voted in July to approve the idea of 
eating a World War Il memorial somewhere in the 
Park. Cole and John Doherty, veterans’ services agent, 
t before the selectmen on Monday to present an 
date and show them a color sketch of the desigt 
The granite monument will reach & feet at its highest 
point It is made of three granite blocks that t gether run 
14 feet long and are pl. ced on top of a 3-foot-wide 
idation. It will display the names of 60 Andover res 
idents who died in the war and 17 who were prisoners 
It will also have a granite bench in front of it, 
nscribed “American Legion Post 8.” A 25-foot flag 


pole, compliments of Cole, will be located close by 

“This project is good to go, assuming we get your 
approval,” Doherty told the selectmen. “This will not 
cost the taxpayers a penny.” 

Doherty said the memorial will be paid for entirely 
with donations, and he is looking to create a mainte 
nance fund. The goal is to see the monument in place by 
Memorial Day 

“The enthusiasm for this has been outstanding,” said 
Cole. “It’s going to mean a great deal to the World War 
I] veterans.” 

“It looks pretty awesome,” said Selectman Brian 
Major. “Mr. Cole, thank you very much for donating 
the 25-foot flagpole.” 

A small controversy arose when the monument was 
originally proposed for the Park because Doherty sug- 
gested moving the World War I cannon — an Andover 
landmark. He said he heard the people loud at clear on 
that issue 

“The cannon will not be moved,” said Doherty 
“The cannon, which we discovered, is Andover.” 

If the memorial is approved, it will be placed near 
the corer of Bartlet and Chestnut streets in the Park, 
across the brick walkway from the cannon, said Hess.

According to Hender, the 
selectmen began consistently 
hosting joint meetings with the 
Finance Committee to review 
town departments’ budgets last 
February and March. The idea 
behind it was to save depart- 
ment heads the trip of going 
before each board separately 
and repeating the same presen- 
tation. Hender said it was bene- 
ficial to host those meetings 
together. The selectmen and 
Finance Committee later voted 
separately on the presented bud- 
gets for each department, rec- 
ommending approval or disap- 
proval before Town Meeting. 

However, town department 
heads have never needed to go 
before the School Committee to 


justify their requests and 


explain their budgets. In fact, 
the school department itself 
must present its budget to the 
selectmen and Finance Com- 
mittee, and will again this year. 

Historically, the School 
Committee does not offer an 
opinion on other town depart- 
ments’ budgets, as the select- 
men and Finance Committee 
are expected to do before Town 
Meeting each year. 

“From my perspective, the 


School Committee wants to 
take a much more active role,” 
said Art Barber, School Com- 
mittee member. 

How active a role the School 
Committee takes is yet to be 
determined, said Barber. He 
said the School Committee 
could send representatives or 
attend as a whole unit. 

“We'll see how it all plays 
out. It’s not that big of a deal as 
far as I’m concerned,” said Tina 
Girdwood, School Committee 
chairwoman. She said the pur- 
pose is “just to share our 
thoughts on aspects of the bud- 
get.” 
Girdwood said the School 
Committee had hoped for 
another chance to comment on 
CIP projects. She said those 
who attend the meeting would 
probably be wearing two hats. 

“We're residents of the town. 
We're also School Committee 
members,” she said. 

She said there has not been 
much discussion on how the 
process will work or if the 
School Committee would post 
these meetings. She said there 
are new School Committee 
members who are eager to learn 
more about the budget process. 

“When you're an elected 
official, it’s not just about show- 
ing up once a week for a tele- 
vised meeting,” said Barber. “I 
think we'll have a whole list of 
questions we'd like to ask.” 

By taking part in other 
departments’ budget discus- 
sions, is the School Commit- 
tee’s overstepping its bounds? 

“I guess that depends on 
your perspective,” said Barber. 
“We already serve on the Strate- 
gic Planning Task Force. I have 
no interest going to these meet- 
ings so I can challenge the 
selectmen. The role is where it 
makes sense.”

“They comment on our bud- 
get all the time,” she said. 

“Tf their intent is to be part of 
these sessions where they are 
grilling the department heads, 
they would be overstepping 
their bounds,” said Major. “If 
their intent is to be more than 
just spectators, that would be 
improper.” 

Major said they are more 
than welcome to come as mem- 
bers of the public. He said he 
believes School Committee 
members should sit in the audi- 
ence and speak when it’s time 
for residents to ask comments 
and questions. 

Selectman Chairman John 
took a less hard line stance. 

“T think if they (School Com- 
mittee members) have questions 
they can bring them up at any 
time,” said Hess. “Whether they 
do it from sitting at the table or 
sitting in the audience, I haven’t 
thought that through yet. We 
have a month to set that up. The 
way the room is configured is 
less important.” 

Some officials suggest space 
could be an issue, however. 

“It’s going to be a bit of a 
shoehorn process (to fit) into our 
regular room,” said Hender. “We 
may need to lean on the library.” 

According to Joe Piantedosi, 
plant and facilities director, the 
regular selectmen meeting room 
on the third floor at Town 
Offices is 24 by 30 feet and can 
legally hold 50 people. The 
meeting room in the library is 
40 by 40 feet and can seat 108 
people, with a maximum capac- 
ity of 288 people. 

“T think it would be very 
inappropriate to have (the meet- 
ings) in the library,” said Major. 

Major said it would not be 
fair to other groups in town who 
rely on space at the library if the 
three boards use the space six to 
eight nights within a two-month 
period.

Meehan lauds troops 
for Hussein’s capture 


Andover’s Congressional 
Representative Marty Meehan 
issued the following statement 
Monday in the wake of the cap- 
ture of Saddam Hussein. 

“This is a tremendous victory 
for our dedicated military and 
particularly for members of our 
intelligence community,” said 
Meehan, a member of the House 
Armed Services Committee. “I 
especially laud the professional 
and intricate strike launched by 
the members of the 4th Infantry 
Division and Special Operations 
forces from Task Force 121 who 
conducted the raid in Adwar and 
located Saddam Hussein in that 
compound of ramshackle 
dwellings. 

“Earlier this month, I met 
with Special Operations Forces 
in Tampa and was briefed on the 
efforts of our intelligence com- 
munity. It was clear that we 
were bringing to bear all of the 
technology that we could 
employ to locate Hussein. Even 
while visiting with the troops in 
Iraq in August, it was clear to 
me that our Special Operations 
units were dogging Saddam's 
trail and were acutely aware that 
he was constantly moving to 
avoid being captured. I knew it 
was only a matter of time before 
their diligence and perseverance 
paid off.”

Town still adding 
capitalitems — 


Selectmen want money for operations | 


By Andrea Gregory 
The town manager’s recom- 


mended list of capital improve- 
ment projects needs to be cut by 
at least $240,000, selectmen 
said last week. But rather than 
eliminating items, town workers 
have been adding project 
requests to the list during the 
past week. 

In light of these new requests 
by department heads, Town 
Manager Buzz Stapczynski said 
he has not begun to pare his list 
of capital recommendations that 
will be funded from general 
fund revenue. 

Requests to improve eleva- 
tors in two buildings, and to 
replace fire-alarm boxes have 
joined the list from which 
Stapezynski must cut. 

The plant and facilities 
department is requesting 
$135,000 to replace single-wall 
cylinders with double-wall 
cylinders on two more than 20- 
year-old hydraulic elevators at 
the Memorial Hall Library and 
Andover High School. “The ele- 
vator could actually fall,” said 
Joe Piantedosi, plant and facili- 
ties director. “We cannot tell if 
the cylinders are corroded or 
not.” 

Piantedosi said there are no 
signs of trouble with the eleva- 
tors, but if the town does not 
support this project, the state 
will close down an elevator at 
the library and at the high school 
on June |. He said the state is 
requiring safety devices be 
installed, or single-wall cylin- 
ders be replaced by double-wall 
cylinders. 

The town believes it would 
cost half as much to install safe- 
ty devices. But Piantedosi is rec- 
ommending the town replace the 
single-wall cylinders because 
their failure could result in oil 
spills into the ground. 

Piantedosi said his depart- 
ment was not aware of the eleva- 
tor situation at the time the CIP 
was submitted, and then needed 
time to perform research and 
determine cost. 

Also, plant and facilities is 
asking for $100,000 to replace 
17 existing, hard-wire fire-alarm 
boxes. The fire department will 
be switching to a wireless radio 
alarm system in September 
2004. 

According to Piantedosi, the 
hard-wired system is expensive 
to maintain, and it has had relia-

Stapezynski will need additional | 
cuts because selectmen asked | 
him last week to cut $240,000 — | 
20 percent of the town’s new- | 
growth revenue — from the CIP | 
list at that time. Selectmen want 
to use this 20 percent for fiscal | 
year 2005's operating budget, | 
rather than for new capital pro- | 
jects. They hope this money will | 
help save jobs and programs. 
“The CIP we submitted this | 
year was pretty lean,” said | 
Piantedosi. He added depart- | 
ment heads will seek to fund, in 
future years, whatever projects 
are eliminated from the capital | 
improvement list this year. 
“Tt wouldn’t really be a cut. It | 
would be a deferment because 
all this stuff needs to get done,” | 
said Piantedosi. 
Another new request, for | 
$1,463,000, has been made to | 
complete additional work on | 
various sewer projects. This 
request — an estimate that could | 
be lowered, according to the | 
town — should be funded | 
through previously approved 
sewer authorizations, rather than | 
through the general fund.

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Keeping records 


kee CONFUSION OVER what sort of health benefits 
the town should pay could be cleared up more 
quickly if the town had kept better records back in 


the late 1970s. 


Since then, the town has adopted a couple of 


important rules. It tapes and transcribes the discus- 
sions at each Town Meeting. It also tapes the meet- 
ings of the School Committee, Planning Board, 
Finance Committee and Board of Selectmen. It does 
so thanks to private Town Meeting articles by 
citizens who wanted to ensure they would have a 
source to confirm the intent of the town’s prior votes. 
After five years, the town allows these recordings 
to “be transmitted to the library for research purpos- 
es until they are no longer deemed useful.” As the 
benefits issue proves, the town should keep record- 
ings of its meetings almost indefinitely, both for 
residents’ sake and, it turns out, for town employees’ 
sake, too. They can be “useful” even decades later. 


Monumental idea

Editor, Townsman: 

After reading the many edu- 
cation related pieces in the Dec 
11 Townsman, | am left wonder- 
ing what we as Andover taxpay- 
ers believe is our responsibility 
and commitment to public edu- 
cation? 

I only saw two pieces of 
good news in all that I read. 
First the statistic cited in Tom 
Meyers’ letter that “Andover 
Public Schools rank seventh in 
state overall MCAS results.” 
And the second was Judy Wake- 
field’s casino night article docu- 
menting the willingness of par- 
ents, alumni and others to sup- 
plement the town’s commitment 
in order to ensure a superior 
educational experience for our 
young people. 

But again what is the com- 
mitment being supplemented? 
From personal experience | 
know the sacrifices made by 
and dedication of elected offi- 
cials, board members and gov- 
ernment employees. That said, 
I was very concerned by some 
of their comments as reported in 
the paper. 

It was stated that Finance 
Committee member Margaret 
Bradshaw asked if increasing 
classroom sizes would help the 
matter. I trust she sees this as a 
temporary fix, however, as a 
parent I think that classroom 
sizes are already too large and 
that even the School Commit- 
tee’s goals are too high. 

It was stated that AHS Prin- 
cipal Peter Anderson explained 
that only popular low-level 
elected courses would be 
offered so that the state’s man- 
date could be achieved through 
a minimum number of larger 
classes. While I understand this 
minimizes short-term costs, I 
have too often seen such tempo- 
rary fixes become long-term 
policy. 

I was also concerned by the 
confrontational tone of the com- 
ments attributed to Selectman 
Brian Major and Finance Com-

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mittee Chairwoman Joanne 
Marden. While I agree with the 
editorial that information should 
be freely shared between the 
schools and the town, if the sta- 
tistic in Mr. Meyers’ letter that 
Andover ranks “151st in per 
pupil spending” is correct, then 
even accounting for differences 
between towns it seems that the 
school department has done an 
excellent job of improving effi- 
ciency. That being the case, I 
would hope the tone of the con- 
versation would be more coop- 
erative — “how can we make this 
work,” rather than confronta- 
tional — “you are stonewalling 
us.” Part of this is the conse- 
quence of the common local 
structure in our country of hav- 
ing two almost equal elected 
boards each with their own staff 
and having the larger of the two 
report to the smaller. But this 
struggle for control does not 
serve our town or our children 
well and as adults it would be 
good to set an example of col- 
laborative problem-solving. 
Finally, I completely agree 
with the assessment attributed to 
Karen Sheehan that property 
values are tied to the schools and 
people move “to this town 
because of the schools — period.” 
Seven years ago our daughter 
was approaching school age. 
My wife and I carefully 
reviewed the option of living ina 
place with low taxes and send- 
ing our daughter to private 
school or living in a place with 
high taxes and a good school 
system. | strongly support pub- 
lic education and feel it pro- 
duces many intangible commu- 
nity benefits. We chose to move 
to Andover. I think it is critical 
for town officials and taxpayers 
to be constantly aware of the fact 
that additional money for non- 
school town services comes 
from new construction and 
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FREE LEGAL 
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increased property values, and 
these are driven by the reputa- 
tion of our schools. If the repu- 
tation of our schools suffers, 
then the money for town ser- 
vices will suffer. 

Taken together, the articles in 
the paper indicate that perhaps 
there are some leaders in our 
community who feel that the 
town cannot at this time (and 
perhaps can no longer) afford a 
superior school system. That 
instead we should scale back our 
expectations to doing as well as 
possible in those areas MCAS 
says are important. 

I think we need to be improv- 
ing our schools — not settling for 
less. I am willing to contribute 
time and money for extras, but I 
don’t think smaller classroom 
sizes, music, art, and advanced 
placement courses are extras. I 
would like to know what the rest 
of the community feels is our 
responsibility and commitment. 
Perhaps a non-binding sense of 
the community to guide decision 
makers in setting budgets and 
priorities could be voted on at 
the next Town Meeting or pri- 
mary. What size classes are we 
committed to: 16-18, 20-22, 24- 
26, or 28-30? Where should we 
rank in per pupil spending: top 
25 percent, 50-75 percent, 25-50 
percent, or bottom 25 percent? 
Should we limit the curriculum 
to core subjects defined by 
MCAS? Should we provide a 
broad range of courses including 
arts, physical education, foreign 
language, etc.? Should we pro- 
vide advanced placement oppor- 
tunities? 

I know my answers to these 
questions. I would like to know 
the sense of the community. My 
daughter is approaching middle 
school and once again we have 
choices to make.

Summer camp, swim lessons turn two 
dads into big-time YMCA volunteers

NCE ANDOVER DADS J. Michael 
(xi Caron and Joseph “Joe” 
Geary saw how a YMCA swimming 
program and a YMCA camp benefited their 
kids, respectively, they just knew they need- 
ed to get more involved. And they sure did. 
The two have been busy behind the 
scenes at the YMCA’s Andover/North 
Andover branch on Haverhill Street for the 
past several years. They help raise money, 
take part in committees that map out plans 
for the Y’s future and basically help out 
wherever needed. They do so much that both 
Caron and Geary were singled out among 
the Y’s hundreds of volunteers at a breakfast 
earlier this month . 
Reluctantly, both men talked about being

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recognized for their hard work, although 
they were clearly embarrassed by any special 
attention. They call themselves true believers 
in numerous Y programs and volunteering is 


just their way of giving something back to 


their community, which many people do, 
they stressed. 

For both of these longtime Andover resi- 
dents, volunteering at the Y began years ago 
when each of them had a child involved in a 
Y program. For Caron, a resident since 1979 
who lives on Bannister Road with his wife, 
Ellen Caron, it was their daughter, Amy, who 
introduced him to the Y. She’s now a senior 
at Andover High and a member of the 
school’s state champion swim team. 

“She took swimming lessons and stayed 
with it. My daughter has been on the Y swim 
team for 11 years,” said Caron, who got 
involved with the team’s parents group. 

As Amy grew up, Mike Caron’s connec- 
tion blossomed and he was named chairman 
of the board in 2001. His committee work is 
extensive, and under his tenure as chairman 
of the Y’s annual Reach Out for Youth Cam- 
paign about $200,000 was raised. 

He has sold insurance for years and was 
recognized for the help he gives to rookie 
telephone callers involved with the Y’s annu- 
al phone-a-thon. He simply says he is happy 
to help out. 

“The Y is so much more than gym and 
swim,” said Caron. “It’s a wonderful organi- 
zation with so much more, like day care, pro- 
grams for youth leaders, after-school pro- 
grams and summer camps.” 

That’s how Geary was introduced to the 
Y. His son, Jay, attended a Y-run summer 
camp for years. 

“He would go away and come home with 
stories about what he had learned,” said 
Geary, who lives on Morton Street. “I was 
never a Y camper, but I learned from my son 
that there was something very special about 
this camp.” 

The Y runs three summer camps for kids. 
The YMCA Day Camp Otter in Salem, 
N.H., on Captain’s Pond, serves 160 children 
per week in the summer.

Dr. Henry Coffin Everett of 
Andover, a prominent local psy- 
— chiatrist, 
died Tues-

Family 
members 
described 
him as a pas- 
sionate advo- 
cate for the 
mentally ill who fought against 
discrimination by insurers and 
helped to dispel the social stig- 
ma that has accompanied mental 
illness. 

By speaking at public gather- 
ings and on radio programs, as 
well as through countless private 
efforts, Dr. Everett played a sig- 
nificant role in this sensitive and 
often controversial issue. 

He was named Psychiatrist of 
the Year in 2002 by the Massa- 
chusetts chapter of the National 
Alliance for the Mentally Ill for 
his work in educating teachers, 
the clergy and community lead- 
ers on mental health topics. 

Throughout his battle with 
cancer, Dr. Everett continued to 
care for his patients and inspire 
his family and friends, living 
according to the humanistic phi- 
losophy he outlined in his 
books. He was an eternal opti- 
mist, a sentiment he expressed 
in quoting the Dalai Lama, “My 
religion is simple; my religion is 
kindness.” 

Dr. Everett joyously shared 
the natural world of the outdoors 
with his family, as well as the 
world of ideas. 

He had a particular enthusi- 
asm for science and philosophy 
and enjoyed staying current in 
astronomy, cosmology and 
ethics. He was a member of the 
Institute on Religion in an Age 
of Science and believed that sci- 
ence and medicine need not 
conflict with spirituality and 
religion, but rather compliment 
each other. He celebrated the 
spirit of overcoming great obsta- 
cles by handing water to runners 
at more than 20 Boston 
Marathons. 

Dr. Everett was born in 
Boston and was one of the clos- 
est living relatives of the former 
Massachusetts Gov. Edward 
Everett, and a descendant of 
Tristram Coffin, among the first 

European settlers of Nantucket. 

It was on Nantucket, follow- 
ing a personal revelation at the 
age of 15, that he decided to

Korea, returning to receive his 
undergraduate degree in 195], 
and later his medical degree 
from Johns Hopkins in 1955. 
After a two year medical intern- 
ship at Rhode Island Hospital 
and a year in general practice, he 
returned to Johns Hopkins for 
specialty training in psychiatry. 

He spent three years in Madi- 
son, Wisc., teaching, doing 
research and beginning a private 
practice. 

In 1965, he returned to Mass- 
achusetts, practicing in Cam- 
bridge and teaching at Harvard 
Medical School. In 1975, he 
relocated to Andover, where he 
continued in private practice 
until October 2003. 

His two books, From Adver- 
sity to Invincibility: from Cutting 
edge Psychology to Empower- 
ing Philosophy, and How to 
Reach Your Goals, along with 
25 professional publications, are 
based on research in neurology, 
group therapy, support groups, 
family therapy and psychophar- 
macology. 

He was also an active mem- 
ber of the Massachusetts Med- 
ical Society, Massachusetts Psy- 
chiatric Society and Mensa, and 
was a supporter of the Boston 
Museum of Science. 

Members of his family 
include his wife, Beverly; sister, 
Claire Low; five children, Peter, 
Christopher, Elizabeth, Jonathan 
and Michael; their mother, Joan 
Reals; and five grandchildren.

Surveys returned by students 
who were scheduled for a study 
hall next semester have allowed 
Anderson to form ideas about the 
courses that could be offered in 
January. The courses will be 
offered instead of study halls. This 
week he expected the same stu- 
dents to be asked to register for 
such classes. He said it would take 
three to four weeks to hire the 
seven teachers Bach is requesting. 

Anderson said the difficulty in 
placing students in new classes 1s 
they already are scheduled into 
existing courses for the rest of the 
year, and those courses can't be 
altered in the middle of the year. 
“The problem is, we can’t resched- 
ule the school,” said Anderson. 

So Anderson has to schedule 
new classes based on existing 
study hall times and student inter- 
est.

The musical was directed by Harold Prince, 
who staged such hits as The Phantom of the 
Opera, Evita and Cabaret. 

Watching the creator and director of the 
play at work gave Powers insight and per- 
spective about having a life in the theater. 
“You'd see these guys in their mid-70s 
working until midnight and we'd be drag- 
ging our feet,” she said. 

Powers herself has been working hard to 
prepare for Night Music. The jewel of her 
role as Petra is the song “The Miller’s Son,” 
which gives her a chance to sing about 
opportunities in life being self-determined. 

“I’m excited for it, I really am — (about) 
really being able to convey all that’s in that 
song,” said Powers.
